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The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was held on Tuesday 15th 
September in the Comraittee Room in the Village Hall. 


New Parish Councillor 


No requests for an election had been received following the resignation 

of Lyn Moss, and the Council was therefore free to co-opt a new member. 
Three nominations had been received and, following a very close vote, 
Wir. Norman Carr of 4S Catlands Avenue was chosen to fill the vacancy. 
We would like to welcome Mr. Carr to the Parish Council and we would 
also like to thank the other two people who stood for co-option. With the 
increase in population of Bar Hill, it is probable that we are now entitled 
to increased representation, and a formal application is being made to 
the District Council for permission to increase the number of Parish 
Councillors. 
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As residents will have noticed, the refuse skip provided by the Parish Council 
has recently been moved to 2 new position in an attempt to alleviate some 
of.the problems which have been encountered in the past. However, the 
skip continues to be mis-used, with all kinds of household rubbish having 
been found in it in recent weeks, and it was therefore agreed unanimously 
by the Parish Council that the facility would have to be withdrawn at the 
end of Cctober. We are sorry for the inconvenience this will cause to 
these residents\ who have used the skip properly, but the hazards to 
children in the school playground and playing field area, together with the 
over increasing cost of skip hire and the abuse of the facility which has 
eccurred, leave the Council with no alternative. After the end of October, 
garden rubbish should be taken to the County Council tip at Milton on the 
A.10 just north of the A. 45 interchange, or to Coldhams Lane, Cambridge. 


Play areas 


During the win.ei months the maintenance staff will be tidying up the 
various play areas around the village and repairing and repainting the 
play equipmert. ‘The Parish Council will also be giving consideration 

to the purchase of new play equipment, so if anyone has any suggestions 
to make of items of childrens' play equipment which they would like to see 
installed, perhaps they w ould please contact the Deputy Clerk, Christine 
Avery, on Crafts Hill 81233. The cost of new equipment will obviously 
be a major factor, but any comments from residents will be taken into 


consideration.
